It. will be remembtred that Christ- 
laulty, as the child of fate, slept In Its 
cradle from t'.ie middle of the second 
until the first part of the third ccn 
tury. Before then. It may be said, it 
was in embryo. From the early part 
of the third century It was a smoking 
vo.cano. often In the throe of the most 
violent eruptions. These upheavals,
